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Broiler  production  is  expected  to  average  moderately 
above  a  year  earlier  through  mid-1972.  The  increase  in 
egg  output  is  easing  from  the  large  gains  earlier  this  year; 
production  in  the  first  half  of  1972  may  ease  below  a 
year  earlier.  Stronger  markets  for  poultrj'  are  likely  in 
the  first  half  of  1972  since  consumer  incomes  will  be  up 
and  pork  supplies  will  be  smaller. 

Egg  output  for  all  of  1971  will  total  about  2  percent 
above  1970.  Increases  during  most  of  the  year  were  the 
result  of  both  a  larger  laying  flock  and  an  increased  rate 
of  lay.  Although  flock  size  in  recent  months  has  been 
below  a  year  earlier,  the  rate  of  lay  has  been  around  3 
percent  higher. 

The  laying  flock  through  the  first  half  of  next  year 
probably  will  be  slightly  smaller  than  in  the  first  half  of 
1971.  The  gain  in  the  rate  of  lay  may  also  taper  off,  but 
the  rate  will  likely  remain  above  1971.  Thus,  egg  output 
in  the  first  half  of  1972  will  Ukely  be  only  slightly  under 
a  year  earlier. 

Prices  to  producers  for  eggs  in  1971  probably  will 
average  15  to  20  percent  below  the  38  cents  a  dozen  of 
1970.  Prices  during  much  of  1971  have  been  at  the 
lowest  levels  since  the  spring  of  1968.  Prices 
strengthened  in  August  but  dropped  again  in  September 
and  October.  Prices  recently  strengthened  some  and 
Grade  A  white  eggs,  delivered  Chicago,  were  33  cents  a 
dozen  in  mid-November,  compared  with  32  cents  a 
month  earlier  and  nearly  41  cents  in  mid-November 
1970.  Prices  during  the  winter  and  spring  will  likely 
average  moderately  above  the  low  levels  in  the  first  half 
of  1971. 

Total  broiler  meat  output  for  all  of  1971  will  be 
about  the  same  as  in  1970.  January -September 
marketings  through  Federally  inspected  plants  were 
down  about  1  percent,  but  the  average  weight  of  birds 
marketed  was  1  percent  heavier.  Output  has  been  above 
a  year  earlier  since  August  and  will  likely  remain  larger 
during  the  first  half  of  1972.  Prospects  for  higher 
broiler-feed  price  ratios,  compared  with  a  year  earlier, 
probably  will  result  in  increased  placements  of  broiler 
chicks  for  marketing  in  the  first  half  of  next  year. 

Wholesale  broiler  prices  in  9  cities  for  1971  may 
average  about  4  percent  above  the  26.4  cents  of  1970. 
Prices  probably  will  remain  under  heavy  pressure  the  rest 
of  1971.  But  broiler  markets  will  likely  be  moderately 
stronger  than  a  year  earlier  this  winter  and  spring. 
Moderately  smaller  pork  supplies  during  this  period  and 
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continued  increases  in  consumer  incomes  are  expected 
to  more  than  offset  the  effects  of  larger  broiler  output. 

Turkey  meat  output  in  1971  will  total  about  3 
percent  above  last  year.  Slaughter  in  the  first  half,  when 
marketings  are  seasonally  light,  was  up  sharply,  but 
output  in  September  was  down  1.8  percent  from 
September  1970,  and  production  in  October-December 
will  likely  fall  below  last  year.  Per  capita  supplies  of 
turkey  in  October-December,  however,  will  be  a  little 
larger  because  of  larger  stocks  in  storage. 

As  of  September  1,  turkey  breeder  flock  owners  in 
15  States  planned  to  keep  1  percent  fewer  breeder  hens 
for  the  1972  hatching  season  than  in  1971.  This 
early-season  intentions  report  is  usually  a  fairly  good 
indicator  of  the  number  of  breeder  hens  to  be  kept  for 
raising  poults  the  following  year.  However,  decUning 
feed  prices  could  encourage  turkey  breeder  flock  owners 
to  keep  more  hens  in  1972  than  they  indicated  in  the 
survey. 

Prices  of  live  turkeys  so  far  this  year  averaged  more 
than  2  cents  a  pound  below  a  year  earlier.  However, 
prices  in  October  were  only  fractionally  lower,  and  for 
the  heavy  marketing  season  (September-December)  will 
likely  average  near  the  22.3  cents  of  a  year  earlier. 

EGG  SITUATION 

Egg  Supply  Large  in  1971 

Egg  production  in  1971  will  total  around  2  percent 


more  than  the  195  million  cases  produced  in  1970. 
Output  through  October  this  year  totaled  166  million 
cases,  compared  with  162  million  during  the  like  period 
of  1970.  Production  has  exceeded  year-earlier  levels  each 
month  so  far  this  year.  Output  was  up  4  percent  in 
January  and  February  but  gains  narrowed  to  only  about 
1  percent  in  September  and  October. 

The  increase  in  egg  output  in  the  first  half  of  1971 
resulted  both  from  a  larger  laying  flock  and  more  eggs 
per  hen.  Layer  numbers  in  this  period  averaged  about 
324  million,  up  about  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier, 
while  the  rate  of  lay  was  up  2  percent. 

Since  mid-1971  the  rate  of  lay  has  continued  higher. 
But  the  flock,  although  increasing  seasonally,  is  slightly 
below  year-earlier  levels.

The  egg-type  chick  hatch  fell  8  percent  in  the  first  10 
months.  However,  the  number  of  hens  and  pullets  of 
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laying  age,  at  325.1  million  on  November  1,  was  down 
only  around  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  The  reduction 
was  small  because  the  laying  flock  is  relatively  young 
this  year  and  has  not  required  heavy  culling.  Older  flocks 
were  culled  heavily  and  large  numbers  of  replacements 
were  added  in  late  1970  and  early  1971.  In  addition,  the 
reduction  in  hatchings  probably  was  largely  offset  by 
increased  livability  of  replacement  pullets  due  to  use  of 
Marek's  vaccine  this  year.

Stocks  Up 

This  year's  increased  egg  production  and  the  low  shell 
egg  prices  have  resulted  in  a  buildup  of  cold  storage 
stocks  of  egg  products  in  1971.  Stocks  of  shell  eggs  and 
egg  products  on  November  1  were  equivalent  to  2.2 
million  cases  of  shell  eggs,  slightly  below  the  previous 
month  but  632,000  cases  more  than  on  November  1, 
1970.  Most  of  the  storage  volume  consisted  of  processed 
egg  products,  as  usual.  Stocks  of  frozen  eggs  on 
November  1,  1971,  totaled  82.2  million  pounds, 
equivalent  to  2.1  million  cases  of  shell  eggs.  This 
compares  with  57.7  million  pounds  and  1.5  million  cases 
a  year  earlier.  Stocks  of  egg  products  have  been  well 
above  year-earlier  levels  since  September  1970. 

Shell  eggs  in  cold  storage  on  November  1  totaled 
149,000  cases  compared  with  134,000  cases  on  October 
1  and  136,000  cases  on  November  1, 1970. 

Imports  Lower,  Exports  Same  as  1970 

Imports  of  shell  eggs  and  egg  products  have  been 
down  this  year  because  of  larger  domestic  production 
and  low  U.S.  egg  prices.  January  -September  egg  imports 
totaled  305,000  cases,  shell  egg  equivalent,  compared 
with  826,000  cases  for  the  same  months  of  1970.  Shell 
egg  imports  comprised  about  58  percent  of  the  total, 
compared  with  78  percent  for  this  period  last  year. 

Exports  of  shell  eggs  and  egg  products  are  about  the 
same  as  last  year.  Exports  in  January-September  were 


equivalent  to  388,000  cases.  Shell  eggs  were  about  83 
percent  of  exports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  in  the  first  9 
months  this  year  and  91  percent  a  year  earlier.  Exports 
of  eggs  and  egg  products  in  January -September  this  year 
were  equal  to  2.6  percent  of  total  U.S.  egg  production  in 
those  months. 

US  DA  Purchases 

USDA  purchased  a  total  of  29.8  million  pounds  of 
egg  mix  through  November  11  at  a  cost  of  $24.2  million 
for  use  in  direct  food  assistance  programs.  These 
purchases  were  equivalent  to  1.5  million  cases  of  shell 
eggs,  almost  1  percent  of  output. 

Prices  Still  Low 

Prices  received  by  producers  for  eggs  in  1971  will 
average  15  to  20  percent  below  last  year's  37.6  cents  per 
dozen.  Since  March  1970,  prices  have  averaged  below 
the  same  month  of  the  previous  year.  Spring  1971  prices 
were  the  lowest  since  the  spring  of  1968.  The  low  1971 
prices  largely  reflect  increased  output  and  some  decline 
in  the  number  of  eggs  used  for  hatchery  purposes 
through  mid-1971.  Egg  prices  this  year  did  not  increase 
as  usual  in  the  summer  following  the  spring  lows. 
Although  the  number  of  layers  in  October  was  down  2 
percent,  the  rate  of  lay  continued  at  record  levels  for 
that  time  of  year.

Prices  to  producers  have  remained  weak,  averaging 
28.4  cents  per  dozen  in  October,  almost  4  cents  below 
the  relatively  low  prices  of  October  1970.  Prices  for 
Grade  A  large  white  eggs,  delivered  Chicago,  were  33 
cents  per  dozen  in  mid-November,  compared  with  nearly 
41  cents  a  year  earlier. 

Feed  Price  Declines 

Prices  for  laying  feed  have  declined  sharply  in  recent 
months  largely  as  a  result  of  the  record  feed  grain  crop 
being  harvested  this  fall.  The  laying  feed  price  in 
mid-October  was  $83  a  ton,  lowest  of  1971  and  down 
$3  from  September,  and  $4  below  October  1970. 
However,  egg  prices  were  off  even  more,  lowering  the 
egg-feed  price  ratio  to  6.8  in  October,  compared  with 
7.4  for  October  1970.

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Outlook  for  Eggs 

First  Half  1972  Ouptut  May  be  Down 

Production  of  eggs  in  the  first  half  of  1972  may 
average  a  little  under  a  year  earlier.  There  will  be  fewer 
layers,  but  the  rate  of  lay  may  be  slightly  higher  than  the 
1971  record  levels.  The  laying  flock  will  be  getting  older 
and  will  tend  to  be  less  productive,  but  the  adverse 
effects  of  age  on  rate  of  lay  may  be  offset  by  a  more 
healthy  flock,  as  the  use  of  Marek's  disease  vaccine  may 
reduce  disease  problems.  Trade  sources  indicate  that 
Marek's  vaccine  has  reduced  the  incidence  of  other 
diseases  as  well  as  Marek's. 

The  laying  flock  on  November  1  totaled  325.1 
million,  down  1  percent  from  November  1,  1970.  In 
addition,  the  number  of  pullets  3  months  old  or  older 
and  not  laying  totaled  about  2.5  million  less  than  a  year 
ago.  The  hatch  of  egg-type  replacement  chicks  during 
August  was  down  29  percent  from  the  low  numbers  of 
August  1970,  hatchings  in  September  were  down  15 
percent,  and  in  October  were  down  20  percent  from  a 
year  earlier.  Eggs  in  incubators  on  November  1  were 
down  14  percent.  Thus,  the  laying  flock  in  the  first  half 
of  1972  will  contain  fewer  pullets  and  more  hens  than  in 
the  same  period  in  1971.

Prices  to  Strengthen 


Egg  prices  in  the  first  half  of  1972  likely  will  remain 
under  pressure  but  average  moderately  above  the  low 
levels  of  a  year  earlier  as  output  relative  to  1971  eases. 
Prices  will  decline  seasonally  from  winter  to  spring  but 
average  above  the  low  levels  of  last  spring.  Egg  prices  in 
the  first  half  of  1972  will  benefit  from  smaller  supplies 
of  some  other  high-protein  foods,  primarily  pork,  and 
from  some  increase  in  eggs  going  for  hatching  purposes. 
However,  the  use  of  shell  eggs  by  breakers  in  the  first 
half  of  1972  may  not  differ  much  from  1971  since 
stocks  of  egg  products  are  well  above  a  year  ago. 

BROILER  SITUATION 

Production  Picking  Up 

Broiler  meat  production  for  all  of  1971  likely  will  be 
almost  the  same  as  the  1970  record  output.  Output 


during  most  of  1971  has  run  from  near  to  moderately 
below  a  year  earlier.  In  August,  output  in  Federally 
inspected  plants  moved  above  a  year  earlier,  and  broiler 
chick  placements  together  with  recent  weekly  slaughter 
reports  indicate  that  fourth  quarter  output  probably  will 
be  up  4  or  more  from  last  fall. 

The  number  of  birds  marketed  in  the  first  9  months 
of  1971  was  down  0.9  percent  but  the  liveweight 
averaged  3.65  pounds,  up  1  percent.  This  was  about  the 
same  trend  of  increasing  weights  as  in  recent  years. 
Condemnations  of  young  chickens  in  Federally 
inspected  plants  during  this  period  were  3.77  percent  of 
the  quantity  inspected,  compared  with  3.94  percent  in 
the  same  period  of  1970. 

Young  chickens  (mostly  broilers)  inspected  for 
further  processing  and  cutting  up  under  Federal 
inspection  through  September  this  year  totaled  1.8 
billion  pounds,  ready-to-cook  weight,  up  12.3  percent. 
Of  the  amount  inspected,  1.5  billion  pounds,  or  84.4 
percent,  were  cut  up,  with  the  balance  being  processed 
further.  This  compares  with  1.4  billion  pounds  cut  up, 
also  84.4  percent  of  the  amount  inspected,  in  the  first  9 
months  of  1970.

Prices  Above  1970 

Wholesale  prices  have  generally  been  above  1970 
levels  since  March  and  peaked  in  July  at  30  cents  a 
pound  (ready-to-cook  broilers  in  9  cities).  Beginning  in 
August  there  was  the  usual  seasonal  weakness  in  broiler 
prices.  But  prices  remained  above  a  year  earlier  into 
early  fall.  Wholesale  prices  of  ready-to-cook  broilers  in  9 
cities  averaged  25.9  cents  in  October,  1.0  cent  above 
October  1970.  However,  broiler  markets  have  continued 
weak  and  the  9-city  wholesale  price  averaged  24.5  cents 
a  pound  in  the  third  week  of  November,  almost  2  cents 
under  a  year  earlier. 

Production  Costs  Lower 

Broiler  prices  have  declined  relatively  more  in  recent 
months  than  feed  prices,  causing  the  broiler-feed  price 
ratio  to  decline.  Compared  with  1970,  however,  broiler 
feed  prices  are  down  more  than  broiler  prices,  and  the 
ratio  has  been  above  a  year  ago  since  May.  The 
broiler-feed  price  ratio  was  2.8  in  October,  down  0.2

from  September  but  0.3  above  October  a  year  ago. 
Broiler  feed  prices  slipped  $2  a  ton  in  October  to  $94. 
This  was  $6  below  the  April  high  and  $4  below  October 
1970.  Other  production  costs  have  been  relatively  stable 
in  recent  months.  The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers 
for  production  items  in  October  (including  interest, 
taxes,  wage  rates,  and  feed)  was  122,  up  1  point  from 
September  and  6  points  above  October  1970. 

Chicken  Exports  Up 

Exports  of  chickens  (mostly  broilers)  in  1971  have 
been  above  a  year  earlier.  January -September  exports 
totaled  79.9  million  pounds,  12.2  percent  above  the  first 
9  months  of  1970. 


USDA  Purchases 

Purchases  of  young  chickens  by  USDA  for  use  in  the 
National  School  Lunch  Program  totaled  35  million 
pounds  through  November  16,  at  a  cost  of  $11.2 
million. 

Broiler  Outlook 

Production  to  Increase  in  1972 

Broiler  meat  output,  running  above  year-ago  levels 
since  August,  is  expected  to  continue  above  the  previous 
year  in  the  first  half  of  1972.  Lower  feed  prices  and 
stronger  broiler  markets  in  the  first  half  1972  probably 
will  result  in  a  moderate  increase  in  number  of  broilers 
placed  for  marketing  during  Januar>'-June  1972.  Also, 
the  cyclical  downturn  in  hog  slaughter  during  this  period 
will  tend  to  encourage  the  expansion. 

The  latest  USDA  broiler  guide  suggests  that  broiler 
egg  settings  for  first  quarter  1972  slaughter  be  held  to  a 
level  that  will  result  in  about  a  2  percent  increase  in 
broiler  meat  output.  Present  indications  are  that  output 
at  least  in  the  early  weeks  of  1972  may  be  near  the 
recommended  levels. 

The  broiler  hatchery  supply  flock  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1972  may  be  somewhat  smaller  than  in  the 
first  quarter  of  1971.  Pullet  chick  placements  for  the 
broiler    hatchery    supply    flock    have    been  below 
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year-earlier  levels  so  far  this  year.  But  so  has  the 
slaughter  of  heavy  mature  chickens  in  recent  months. 
Still  this  flock,  because  of  lower  mortality  rates  due  to 
the  control  of  Marek's  disease  and  reduced  slaughter  of 
mature  chickens,  would  provide  ample  supplies  of 
hatching  eggs  for  a  moderate  expansion  in  broiler 
production  in  the  first  half  of  1972. 

Prices  to  Firm 

Wholesale  broiler  prices  in  1971  will  average  around  1 
cent  a  pound  above  the  26.4  cents  for  1970.  Prices 
during  the  first  half  of  1972  probably  will  vary  from 
near  to  above  a  year  earlier.  Materially  smaller  pork 
supplies  during  the  winter  and  spring  and  higher 
consumer  incomes  probably  will  more  than  offset  the 
price-lowering  effects  of  larger  broiler  output. 

Hog  slaughter  is  seasonally  large  this  fall,  but  has 
slipped  below  the  unusually  high  levels  of  a  year  ago. 
Slaughter  in  the  first  half  of  1972  will  drop  further 
below  a  year  earlier,  reflecting  the  drop  of  around  a 
tenth  expected  in  number  of  sows  farrowing  in 
June-November  1971.  Hog  prices  will  run  well  above 
January -June  1971. 

Production  Costs  to  Decline 

Broiler  production  costs  in  the  first  half  of  1972 
likely  will  be  down  moderately.  Feed  grain  prices  will  be 
well  below  a  year  earlier  because  of  the  large  1971  corn 
crop.  In  addition,  the  Economic  Stabilization  Program  is 
expected  to  slow  the  rise  in  other  production  costs. 

TURKEY  SITUATION 
Output  Larger  in  1971 

Turkey  meat  output  in  1971  should  total  about  3 
percent  above  last  year's  output  of  1,738  million  pounds 
(ready-to-cook  weight).  It  was  up  sharply  in  the  first 
half,  when  marketings  are  seasonally  light.  Through 
September  this  year,  turkey  meat  output  in  Federally 
inspected  plants  totaled  997  million  pounds,  11  percent 
more  than  in  the  same  period  of  1970.  Output  tapered 
off  to  below  a  year  earlier  in  September  and  is  expected 
to  continue  lower  during  the  balance  of  this  year. 
However,  turkey  supplies  during  the  fourth  quarter  will 
be  a  little  larger  than  last  year  because  of  larger  storage 
stocks.

Annual  .  .  . 

There  were  70.8  million  turkeys  marketed  during 
January-September  this  year,  11  percent  more  than  a 
year  ago.  The  number  of  young  turkeys  marketed  was 
up  11  percent,  fryer  roasters  were  up  14  percent,  and 
there  were  15  percent  more  old  turkeys,  which  make  up 
less  than  2  percent  of  total  annual  slaughter. 

Cold  storage  stocks  of  turkeys  have  increased 
seasonally  since  May  and  on  November  1  totaled  477 
million  pounds,  up  88  million  from  October  1  and  27 
million  more  than  on  November  1, 1970. 

Prices  Below  1970 

Prices  received  by  producers  for  live  turkeys  have 
been  mostly  below  1970  levels.  Prices  averaged  21.6 
cents  a  pound  in  January-October,  2.2  cents  below  a 
year  earlier.  However,  prices  in  October  averaged  21.9 
cents  a  pound,  only  0.4  cent  below  October  1970,  and 
prices  for  the  September-December  period  likely  will 
average  near  the  22.3  cents  of  a  year  earlier.  Prices 
usually  increase  from  the  first  half  into  the  fall  as 
demand  for  holiday  turkey  picks  up,  but  last  year  they 
weakened  in  the  fall. 

New  York  wholesale  prices  for  young  hens  (8-16 
pounds,  ready-to-cook)  in  October  averaged  37.4  cents  a 
pound,  compared  with  39.1  cents  in  October  1970. 
Prices  of  young  toms  (14-20  pounds)  in  October 
averaged  34.6  cents  a  pound  compared  with  34  cents  a 
year  ago.  Wholesale  prices  have  shown  little  strength  and 
in  early  November  were  around  37  cents  a  pound  for 
young  hens,  down  about  1.5  cents  from  a  year  earlier, 
and  34  cents  for  young  toms,  about  the  same.

Lower  feed  costs  pushed  the  turkey  feed-price  ratio 
slightly  higher  in  recent  months.  The  ratio  in  September 
and  October  was  4.7,  compared  with  4.6  in  August,  and 
4.6  in  the  last  four  months  of  1970.  The  average  cost  for 
turkey  feed  in  mid-October  was  $93  a  ton,  $2  below 
September  and  $3  below  October  1970. 

Turkey  Meat  Exports  Smaller 

Turkey  meat  exports  have  been  smaller  in  1971. 
They  totaled  15.5  million  pounds  in  January -September, 
compared  with  21.9  million  pounds  a  year  earlier. 
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USDA  Purchases 

The  USDA  completed  the  1971  buying  program  of 
young  frozen  turkey  for  use  in  school  lunches  on 
November  17.  Purchases  totaled  45.2  million  pounds  at 
a  cost  of  $15  million.  In  addition,  purchases  of  frozen 
and  canned  boned  turkey  this  year  totaled  7.8  million 
pounds,  the  equivalent  of  15.2  million  pounds  of 
ready-to-cook  turkey. 

Turkey  Outlook 
Producer  Intentions  Down 

Turkey  meat  output  in  Federally  inspected  plants 
during  the  balance  of  this  year  likely  wall  trail  1970 
levels.  But  output  for  all  of  1971  will  be  up  about  3 
percent.  Output  during  the  first  half  of  1972  probably 
will  average  moderately  above  the  first  half  of  1971. 
Turkey  meat  output  in  the  first  half  of  1971  was  up 
about  a  third  from  a  year  earlier.  Production  during 
January-June  usually  accounts  for  less  than  a  fifth  of 
annual  production. 

Lower  feed  costs  would  suggest  that  turkey 
production  may  expand  some  next  year,  but  turkey 


breeder  flock  owners  in  15  major  producing  States 
indicated  intentions  on  September  1  to  keep  1  percent 
fewer  breeder  hens  for  the  1972  hatching  season  than  in 
1971.  Flock  owners  intended  to  increase  heavy  breed 
flocks  by  1  percent  but  to  decrease  light  breeds  17 
percent.  The  15  States  accounted  for  approximately  80 
percent  of  all  U.S.  breeder  hens  in  the  January  1, 1971, 
inventory.  This  early -season  intentions  report  is  usually  a 
fairly  good  indicator  of  the  number  of  breeder  hens  to 
be  kept  for  raising  poults  the  following  year.  However, 
declining  feed  prices  could  encourage  turkey  breeder 
flock  owners  to  keep  more  hens  than  they  indicated,  and 
result  in  some  increase  in  the  size  of  the  1972  crop. 

Price  Prospects 

Live  turkey  prices  weakened  in  the  closing  months  of 
1970  and  remained  weak  in  the  first  half  of  1971.  Prices 
during  the  first  half  of  1972  will  likely  weaken  as  usual 
but  may  average  above  the  21.3  cents  per  pound 
received  in  the  first  half  of  1971.  Turkey  meat  supplies 
will  be  above  a  year  earlier  through  mid-1972,  but 
materially  smaller  pork  supplies  and  increases  in 
consumer  incomes  should  be  offsetting.
